I fully agree with "Columbian" that 
tho view of the case taken by that indi- 
vidual, is neither from a Provincial nor a 
Dominion stundpoiI^t,^bnt^from a purely 
aeotioual and personaroneV 

I would strongly recommend tbe pub- 
lic, and the people of Yiotoria particular- 
ly, to bo careful not to allow tiiemselvoH 
to bo lod into error by tbe statements of 
self-interested parties, but to from their 
own opinion as to wliothor it is most to 
tho advautago of the community ot largo 
that tho maguiticont steamers now per- 
forming the mail service should contiuuo 
to run into Esquimalt harbor (tbo only 
place capable of receiving them) or that 
wo should rovort to such steamers us the 
Pacifio and Los Angolcs of hygono days, 
merely with a view to thoir being able to 
enter tho harbor ot Victoria. 

If it is coDsidered advisable to convene 
a meeting for tho purpose of discussing 
this subject, by .all means hare one, • bot»i 
if tbo expression of public feeling elicited 
therefrom is to bo of any value or weight, 
it must suroly bo of British Columbians 
generally, instead of tbo bolo-and-corner 
affair, for Victorians only, as auggastod 
by tbo editor of the Standard. 

In conclusiou I would romark that tho 
adjectivea made use of by .vour corres- 
pondent regarding tho amount of subsidy 
paid by tho Dominion Government to tho 
coutraotors for this service, viz: "ver^' 
largo" and "princely," display a consider- 
able lack of kuowiodgo on his ])art of 
the subject on which ho writes. In the 
first plaoo, as is well known to everyone, 
the contract was awarded to >the loiheA 
bidder, and as several tenders were re- 
ceived by the Domiiiiou Governmont, I 
think that should bo neoeijted as a satis- 
faetory proof that tho service ia by no 
moans over])aid. 

It may however aHtoni.sh "Columbian" 
to learn that there is no route on the At- 
lantic! or Pacifio coast where the rato of 
subsidy per milo ia so low for a similar 
class of service, and if I mistake not the 
editor of the Standard himself (whose 
views "Columbian" so etrongly endorses 
on steamboat matters) was one of those 
who, only a year and a half ago, sought 
to coerce the Dominion Government into 
grantiog an annual aabiidy to a V;.etori& 
Go. of 876,000 for a semi-monthly ser- 
vice. This, tQ be sure, was when ez- 
peoted to have * ^ger {a the pie b'i^elf, 
and no doubt oixoainstanoes do alter 
cases.

represented, with soiue sensational exug- 
erutions, that Lord Dufl'erin had told n 
deputati<JU the Canadian Pacific Iluilroaii 
mutt bo refj;ari\ed lu. ul^iiudunod. We now 
ki^ow that — as wo anticipated— His Excel- 
lency said exactly tbe,, J^^yerse,, end that 
whatever allusion he may have made to 
the nou-pro'^ocutiou of any r.ii.way schouio 
could have ai)[-lied only to the short lino 
from Nanaiuio to Esquimalt, which tho 
uclion of tho Senate bus jire'veutod tho 
Government of Canada from placing un- 
der contruot as intended. Wu cominoDd 
this information eapeoialiy to tbo London 
7{mef as afifordinga losson to toq-knqwi^g 
critics and lecturers tc^ be on tht^ir guard 
against such absurd misrepresentations in 
fntnre, 

That the people of Victoria should 
havo some very strong feeling iu favor of 
mutters directly affecting their local in- 
terests is not at all surprising. Tl.cy 
would have' likod'the PuciHe llnilwny to 
have l;cen constructed, n"t merely as 
agrcoil to tint siiore-i uf ilie Pacitio Ooeail, 
hut to l ",-(inimalt| at the exti iinio snuthoru 
limit of Vanci>uver's Island; involving an 
additional 'JOU miles of road, part of 
which would be of tho most difllcult 
construction, an4 the cost of which al<;ino 
would have been sonic thirty milUans of 
dollars. Then, too, tlu^y would have 
likeil to ha\e tiin shoit iii;ul before men- 
tioned. 1\ wouUl have proved, no doubt, 
a local couve.nience, have enhanced the 
value of real estate, involved tin; outl.iy 
( f a good deal ot money in the city of 
Victoi'ia and noighhorhood, and helped 
Irade, Nobody blames tbem for all this. 
It is the most natural thing iu the world 
thev should havo such views and wishes. 
Hut the lirst proi)ositioii was obviously 
most outrageously ahsurd, und the second 
was frustrated by the action of u li(idy in 
which tho present ( <(ivevnincnt of Cana- 
da ^s iu a iidnority, and ovim' which tlio 
Ministry has no eonlrol. The Senate is 
not unfriendly to British Columbia. Thu 
I'rovinec? is well repres-uted iu that 
Chamber. It was, in hsT.o, virtually tho 
same House that had sustained the terms 
of union in 1H72. It is stii)posod to be 
poculiarly tho guardian and protector of 
tho rights of the smaller Provinces. Un- 
less it is to be the mare registrar of ineus 
ures pi^sscd by tho Commons, its inde- 
lauideuco must be respected. So that it 
iH foolish and useless to sbov/ any irrita- 
tion against tho (lovernmonl because the 
road, for the construelion of which they 
were making aclive provision, could not 
bo proc\\cdcd with. 

Nor oau it bo roasonably alleged thai, 
ill any other respect, Civnad a has, in re- 
gard to tho Canadittu PociHo Kailway, 
tailed ill her duty, 'llio lalo Govornmont 
of Canada ami the reprosontativcH of 
llriiisli C'Olumbia in IS7 I cntiucd into un 
impruelicld,)^o agreement. Sir deo. .\. 
Macdonuld knew aud nilinits he knew, 
f^nd Mr. Truttdi know aud publicly inti- 
mated at tho time, that tljo. terms, s(( far 
us the commoncoment of tbe' ^sUway in 
two yearfi and tbe completioninlen yours, 
\>ote nbsioluttly iaen;.nib'.o of fubiUu'-i: t. 
Tbo p-j;)pln of ibilisb C'>lumhia ir.ay 
have been deeeived, but tlicy must up- 
portion the bhuDC hcLwi'cn tho two high 
contricting parties.

telegraph lino and corresponding clearing 
of wagon road; (-t) tho expenditure of 
$2,000,000 a year iu the Province on the 
construction of the railwoy as soon as 
tho Borveys were completed; (6) the com- 
pletion of tbo railway -fKMD? Lake Supe- 
rior to tho Paoiflo by iHe end of tho year 
1890. Wo havo seen, what happened with 
regard to the first oluusointho new terms. 
But the Government of Canada oQored li 
sum of 8750,000 in cash us compensatiou 
for tho non-fulfilment of that purl of tbo 
bargain, equal to a bonus of some ^pllO,- 
000 per mile if the British Columbians 
chose to build the rood themselves, with 
full liberty, however, to thom to apply 
the money in any other way. This offer, 
hastily and apparently under a wrong 
impression, was contumoliously rejected. 
So far then as clause number one is con- 
cerned, tho Briticb Columbians havo only 
themselves to thank if they are not enjoy- 
ing at qU events its equivalent. Who can 
say tho surveys have not been energeti- 
jOally pressed forward? In the year 187^1-5 
the actual expenditure for tb>8 purpose 
amounted to S47'l,529, of which §177,735 
was spent in British Columbia. In hia 
speech during tho late session of the Do- 
minion Parlium'out Mr. Mackenzie sbtted 
that from tho commoncemont of tho sur- 
veys to the 31bt December, 1875, there 
bad been expended on aggregate sum of 
82,280,907, of which S1,27G,0U0 bad been 
spent oast of tbo Rocky Mountains— or 
over a tract of country some 2,000 miles 
in length--whilo §1,010,010 had been 
spent ill British Columbia over a distance 
of GOd or 700 miles— a snfliciont indica- 
tion, in itself, of the peouUar difficulties 
connected with tbe oonstmotion of the 
line in tliat Province. And if any one 
will turn tothevory interesting statomont 
of tho Premier on the occasion referred 
to, ho will SCO bow extraordinary has 
been tho nature of tho work, aud how ut- 
terly preposterous it would havo been to 
attempt or pretend to commence con- 
struction earlier. And, pending the act- 
ual location of tbe line, of course tbo 
construction of . the telegraph and the ox- 

Eenditure of the two milUons of dollars 
ave had to wait also. Unless, in fact, 
the perfectly mad proposition be made 
that the load is to be begun before it is 
located, or located on anything short of 
tbe most complete data, it is idle iiO com- 
plain that the Carnarvon terms have not, 
in this respeot, been fulfilled. 

When ma oonsttnotion of tbe Pacific 
Railway waaitrBt decided upon, the Timea 
and other British censors affected to be 
alarmed on behalf of the Dominion, bo 
stnpeudons seemed the enterprise; and 
now, forsooth , these same wise anthori- 
tios, when we are able, and thoy ooKht to 
b.> abio, u> i-eouce now gigantic is onr 
task, are blaming Canada for not rashly 
rushing forward without all the informa- 
tion necessary to decide where the road 
shall aotu(m7 .be'built. < The British Co- 
lumbians, too, ore impatient. But they 
know perfectly well that not a day has 
been lost. They know, too, that except 
over a short portion of tbe line east and 
west of the Luke of tbo Woods, the con- 
sti-tti'Cion of tho road will bo mere child's 
play compared with tho tremendous op- 
eration of traversing tho Cascade range 
and engineering a railway on the face of 
tbe Hoinathco canyon. From Fort Ed- 
moudton, where the railway may bo said 
to commence tht? ascent of tbe Bocky 
sr,-,i,.,t..i.. ,-nr,£jo "N'oUnwhcid Pass at 
tbo summit the distance is 283 miles; 
from Yellowbead Pass to Stewart Paver — 
some fifteen miles from P'ort George at 
tb'< bond ftf tho Eraser — tbe distance ia 
200 miles; and from Stewart River to 
Bute Inlet the distance is 288 miles. In 
ibis strotch of 831 miles tho railway will 
tr.'iAerso tbree mountain ranges— tho 
Bocky, tho Ciriboo aud tho Cascade 
range. Not sei long since tlie task of 
crossing the two former would hnvo Iwcji 
regarded as impracticable. But they i\re 
in the eye of tho modern ongjuear mere 
trifles to tho Cascades. It happens, in 
fact, that tbo Very portion of the line 
which tlio term* of Ibiion Avith British 
t'olumhia, und an anxious desire to do 
justice to tbo people of that Province 
HH'-'^gost, should be tho earliest to bo con- 
structed is, by the uatiiro of its topo- 
graphical poculiaritios, the one most dif- 
dcult to approach, and req^i^rix^ ^be 
greatest iimount of careful deliberation. 
An error of judgiueul might cost tha 
country miilion-s, and virtually ruin thn 
cute^prihi.' in its relation to tho future of 
the Dominion, 

With those considoratious, and per- 
fectly comprohen-iblo to common-sense 
lieople in British Columbia or elsewhere, 
wl^ut is the use of keeping np excitement 
or assuming an air of grievance aud in- 
j[ury ? Tho British Oolumbiuna mi'.y as 
well make up their minds first as last, 
that while tbe Pacific Railway is going to 
bo built— nay, while it is alrcud}- being 
built — ihe worlds to go ou prud(mlly and 
cautiously, and with a due regard to the 
resources and interests of the whole poo- 
ple. If tho British Coluuibiaus act rea- 
sonably and in a national spirit, they will 
got all they havo a right to desire; if not, 
they can take their own course, declare 
tho bargain ofV, repay Canada the money 
V>ovrowed or cxiieuded in luihlic works 
in tbo ProvincB, aud defer their return to 
the Union till some future day. That is 
tho alternativo, and tho only one, to a fair 
and friendly understanding. As to i\n- 
ncxation to the States it is all moonshine, 
(heat Ih-itain owns British Columbia, iwt 
the few thousand i«.iople in Vancouver's 
Island, ov the 8,(100 whitoR in tho Prov- 
ince. And Great Britain has a direct in- 
torost in its I'etontion, whotbor as part 
of tho Dominion of Canada or as an isola- 
ted h^ile OojQDy. The people of Canada 
understand tho situation perfectly, and 
will sustain any Ministm' who shows tbe 
necessary firmness in robisfing mere dis- 
atVection or discont(>nt. 'Ihey are anxious 
to see justice done, but they nrc willing 
to concede no more, and wouUl grieve, if 
it should como to that, fur loss over the 
tnmporary retirement of British Columbia 
into her oviginal jyrivac^y than over a re- 
yelitiou of tho culpable folly which dis- 
pensed with everything necossju-y to a 
corroi^t estiiurtle of tlH< w(U'k to bo done. 
P.ul even i' the Pacitlc Uiiilway, instead 
of being prosocutod jvith visor, wore 
r(!idly to bo abandoned, our irionds on 
tho Pac;l\c \vouh\ have done ijp batlthing 
for thomsolvos when thoyontorod Cbnfed- 
eiutiou. And they know it.
